| whether it be praying or preaching, and conſequently whether we are to liſt up 
our hearts to Sud as ſupplitants, or only to perform the part of Auditors, This is 
what they call bidding prayer. A great prelate has obſeiy'd, that this is one of the 
work Reliques of popery, that could be retain'd ; for at every ſuch clauſe or para- 
ph, they were wont to drop a Bead, that they might te. ſure they were not 
out in their Reckoning. The 5yth canon, upon which, if any thing, this practice 
muft be founded, ſays, [The Minifter ſhall move the people to joyn with bim in 
prayer.] And therefore he ſhould pray, and not barely tell the people they ſhall 
or ought to pray for the Queen, &c. Nor is their way much better, who tho? they 
addreſs themſelves directly to God, have little elſe to lay before him, but the ſe- 
veral Ranks into which mankind are ſorted, and what Titles Modern Civility has 
confer'd upon them. I would not be ſo underſtood, as if I diſlike thoſe marks of 
diſtinction, which Law or Cuſtom has given to quality; in due time and place they 
are very proper, but as in Addreſſes to the Queen, it is not (1 think) uſual to 
ſpeak of her Subjects in ſuch lofty terms; nor is ſhe wont to give them. I ſuppoſe 
if any one were to deliver a Meſſages he would ſay to her Majeſty, the Lord Chan- 
cellor ſent me, and not the Right Honourable the Lord Nigh Chance! or of Great- 
Britain; fo much more when the infinite Majeſty of Heaven is directly apply'd to, 
that of Elihu is a very reaſonable Poſtulation, Fob.

This puts me in mind of a very proper 
and pertinent Queſtion, asked by the late Duke of Bedford (Who tho“ a man of 
Moderation, was no Diſſenter) when one recommended his Son to him for bis Po- 
meftick chaplain, - Sir, ſays he, can he pray? I donot mean can he read Prayers, 
that I take for granted, but I expect ſome what more from one of his Function. 
What a monſtrous Aſſertion was that in a Sermon at Mercer's Chapel, Jan. 15, 
1709, [That all extempore Prayer (not excluding that appointed in our Office of 
Ordination, which is alone a ſufficient Warrant of the Church) to be the inſpir a ion 
of the Devil.] I ſuppoſe *twas: borrow'd from Mr. B— s parallel Sentences, that 
tis an abominable Invention: and {the Engine that Satan ever us d to ſubvert 
our Saviour's Kingdom) | TE 25 
It's amazing to me how any Man of Senſe can be ſo bigotted, as to think none 
but the Common Prayer is pleaſing to God, as the * Doctor plainly intimates, and 
| as I heard another of the ſame Claſs confidently affirm in the Pulpir, that if the 
Angels in Heaven ſerve God by a Liturgy, they coutd: not have a better than ours. 
I ſuppoſe they would not, as an ingenious Petſon teply'd, haveſa often milerable 
Sinners. Now all the Prayers that are daily us'd, except the Offices of Baptiſm, 
&c. and the Scripture Hymns, may be Printed in one large Sheet of Paper; and 
oan we think, tho God be not like us, pleas'& with Variety, he would never heat more 
from us in publick tothe end of the World ꝛ Why may it not be ſuppos d, that we may 
addreſs our ſelves to God for. a Quarter of an Hour, with good Senſe and Laa- 
usage, when we have ſo copions a Theme as his Glory and our Fellow-crea'ure's 
Happinels both. preſent 2nd eternal ; as a Lawyer ſpeak for an Hour 'or more 
at the Bar, or a Member in either Houſe, amidſt ſo many ſharp Criticks ; upon 
n fingle, and perhaps that not a plentiful Head cf Diſcourſe. 2 
But as to the uncommanded Practices of finging Prayers, eſpecially the Lita- 
ny, in à very airy Tune, much too airy for miſerable. Sinners, and the Prayer be- 
tween the Commandments (which King William forbad in his Chapel, and Her 
preſent Majeſty I find continues the Prohibition) this is what claſhes with every Man's 
"Reaſon; and ſuch Muſick muſt needs ſeem the harſheſt Diſcord to à thoughtful 
Mind, Would any one that came to beg his Life, as we always do at the Throne 
of Grace, to ſhew the. Greatneſs of his Concern, make a Song of it? Dr. ' Wiſe 
the Muſician, when he was defir'd to ſet his Hand to a Petition he did not approve, 
(it was for the Parliament's fitting in K. Ch. 24's Reign) wittily anſwer'd, No, 
Gentlemen, that's not my Buſineſs, but I'll ſet a Tune to't if ydu pleaſe; and 
why ſhould it be thought a mere reaſonable Service to chant out Suits and Re- 
queſts to God than Man? I own the Rubrick allows the Litany to be either Surg 
or ſaid, and therefore the moſt decent and rational ſhould be choſen” of the alter- 
native: but as to the Prayer between the Commandments, the Rubrick is this: 
And the People ſtill kneeling, ſhall, after every Commandment, ask Go] Mercy 
for their Tranſgreſſion thereot for the Time paſt, and Grace to keep the ſame for 
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the time to'come.} and I appeal to Reaſon, whether Sol, Ia, wi, fs, with a pair 
of Orgam, be the fitteſt for this purpoſe. Yet ſee the Blindneſs of H. Ch. Zeal, A 
Gentleman told me, that hearing ſome Company in Bath N 3gainſt the late 
Biſhop of Briſtol. and calling him (a Phraſe much in vogue of late) Fanatick in 
_ Lawn Sleeves, he defir'd to know what they had to ſay againſt him, for he had 
never heard any thing of him, but what became a very Worthy Prelate ; it ſeems 
all the Accuſation they could bring was, that he tal order'd the Litany in his 
Church not to b- ſung. |

ifts putting it in o the Canon. And to part with the old Tranſlation of the Pſalms 
in the Liturgy, t ho conf ſſedly faulty, or why was there a new one made? and in 
ſome places point-hlank contrary to the new, as [they were obedient] in the one, 
in the other Fair b dient] to his Word; and Centradictions cannot both be true:

of » after a Toleration: For ſurely in vain is the Net ſpread in the fight of any 
Bird. | 
And why may not a moderate Diſſenter, who does not ſcruple Kneeling 
(as few do); for Mr. Baxter, and ſeveral others of their leading Men, without 
any proſpect of preferment have ſo far ccnform'd more than once to ſh-w their 
Moderation; receive at the hands ef a pious and moderate Miniſter, as (God be 
prais'd) we have many fuch in the Eftabliſh'd Church, without being oblig'd to hear 
a ſcandelous and unedifying Pretender to her Communion ever after: (and that 
ſuch there are, the moſt zealous Conſermiſt will ſcarce deny) which may happen 
to be the Incumbent or Curate of his own pariſh : For who con profit by him 
(talk what you will of God's Bleſſing on hi; Ordinances, notwithſtanding the 11a 
| worthines of the Iaſtrument,) who gives his own Sermons the Lye every Day 
in the Week 7 And I muſt needs ſay, if the Miniſters of the Church kept but to 
eir own Articles and Homilies, and liv'd and preach'd according to what they 
bfaribe : and a very few Abatements were made in Matters confeſſedly indiffe- 
rent; the greater part of Diſſenters might ſoon be brought over. But this Com- 
prehenſi>n, this terrible Plot, worſe than the Popiſh in ſome Mens Account, of 
th ſe Eccleſiaſtical Achitoptels, Archbp. Tilletſon, &c. would prove the Bane of 
the Church, that is of ſuch feandalous pretenders to her communion as this 
Reverend Rake, who would bring a ſcandal upon Popery it felt; and bas given 
aſter Exception to Diſſenters, and done more to prejudice them againſt the Church, 
un all others together theſe Twenty Years. e . 
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To touch upon two or three more Inconſiſtencies before I have done with this 
Head: It is a Riddle to me and many more, how the ſame Couneil could mprofe- 
eute the Author of the ſhorteſt . with Diſſenters, and that chiefly by vertue 
of this Argument, That he had Infinuated as if the Church of - England would 
uſe ſuch rigorous Methods with Proteftant Difſenters , and yet defend Bonner the, 
Second, who had then actually hang'd out the Bloody Flag; and fince openly 
dec/ar'd his Judgment for having all Difſ.nters drawn, hang'd and quarter'd ; befides 
configning them to the bottomleſs Pit, and leaving them there with the⸗ Devil 
and his Angels: Whereas a good natur'd Papiſt would firſt try to pluck them as 
a Brand out of the Burning. Who would undertake to prove ſuch an one (what 
I am Cure paſſes all their Law and Logick to do) an innocent Man > How long 
will it be e're he attain to Innocency ? But 1 find his Counſel was generally of 
his Mind: and one of em holds with him, that Archbp. Grindal was a perfidi- 
ous Prelate, fr not cruſhing the Puritans while they were few; as if nothing 
but Numbers (and who ſnall Judge what Numbers) could entitle em to a Tolerati- 
on. The next Paradox I hall name, is to pet that K. James's Eccleſiaſtical 
Commiſſioners, 5. e the barefac'd Subvertets of our whole Conſtitution, once pro- 
feſt Papiſts (and who knows how ſoen they may return from whence they came) 
and the vehement Oppoſers of the Abdication-Vote, are fitter to be truſted with 
our Laws and Liberties, Civil and S2cred; than the Seven Biſhops Counſel, who 
certainly would chooſe the beſt for th:ir own Reputation, and the known Oppa- 
ſers of Popery and Arbitrary Power, who would never give way, no nvt for a 
Moment. But Ingratitude is a ſmall Crime (if any) with High- flyers, and the 
Church is bound to pay no Debts, and make no Acknowl:dgments : Witneſs 
that Glorious Hero, K. William, whoſe Heart was half broke, and Days ſhorten'd 
by the barbarous Uſage, repeated Affronts, and conftant Oppoſitions of thoſe 
whom he reſcu'd (under God) from utter Ruin. Nor are they more grateful to 
the Duke of Marleb rough and his Family, and General Stanhope, who have ſo 
bravely and fucc:ſsfully fought their Battles, and have none but At benian Thanks 
for their pains. I happen'd to ſet out on a Journey juſt when the News came of
